FLEE IN DISORDER. 


Petrograd, Sept. 5.—The first 


refugees from Riga arrived here 
today, and j£ive dramatic descrip- 
tions of their last hour in the city, 
before the Gwman occupation. 
The first shells -were fired from 
the direction of Uxkull and fell 
early Sunday morning, causing 
numerous fires and 
spreading 


clouds of suffocating gases. The 
people rushed into the streets, 
many only partly dressed, and 
there was a general rush to reach 
the railroad station, which seem- 
to be the enemy's chief target. 
This pan.e resulted in heavy los- 
ses, and according to one news- 
paper several thousand were lost. 


The next n ght _aftcr midnight, 


a Zeppelin appeared over the city 
and in the rays of its searchlight 
citizens could be** seen fleeing. 


Duenamaende on the Riga front, 


was evacuated by the Russians, 
and has been captured by the Ger- 
man forces, the war office an- 
nounced today. Duenamuende lies 
at the mouth of the Dvina north- 
west of Riga. The heavy costal 
guns there fell undamaged into 
the hands of the Germans.
